accommodate more types of aged 
persons. At present no senile or 
infirmary cases are admitted to 

the home, be said. With new 
buildings, persons on the same 
mental and physical level would 
be grouped together in wings. 
Among the requirements of the 
plans are a female ambulatory 
wing, male ambulatory wing, sen- 
ile wing and infirmary wing as 
well as kitchen, stores, laundry 
and heating plant. 

The committee which consists 
of Mr. Spillette and Reeve John 
Hostrawser, recommended that 
the details of the project be 
studied further by the committee 
and the county council during 
the year 1950. It recommended 
that a further report be brought 
in before the November * session 
of 1930 in order that, when the 
project is approved, application 
may be made to the 1951 council 
for funds to proceed. 

Tho extension will greatly im- 
prove the living conditions of 
aged people at tho home, Mr.

A roast is frequently first 
choice for Sunday dinner. It 
need not be the most expensive 
cut to be attractive and appetiz- 
ing. The end of the pork loin 
is always cheaper than the centre 
cut. The shoulder cuts from 
beef, veal, lamb and pork are 
excellent roasts. .Some of the 
less tender cuts make choice pot 

roasts. 
The method of cooking is as im* 

portant as the cut of the meat. 
Cooking at moderate tempera- 
ture, in dry heat, is recommend- 
ed for tender cuts, to prevent 
undue shrinkage and to attain j servings, 
perfection of flavor and juiciness. 
For Roasting: 

Use moderate oven, 325 to 350 
degrees* for the entire cooking 
period. Cook uncovered, fat 
side up. Do not add water. Add 

fat to lean roasts. Baste them 
occasionally during roasting. 
Place rolled or flat roast on' a 

rack. Turn rolled roasts every 
half hour. 

■ Cooking time varies with kind 
of meat, weight, thickness, shape 
or roast and proportion of bone 
and fat. 

Whether meat is seasoned be- 
fore or after roasting is unim- 
portant. Flouring is optional. 

Let cooked roast stand in a 
warm place for a short time. 
This makes for more economical 
and easier carving. Moist heat 
is needed to improve the tender- 
ness of cuts from the round, the 
rump and the fore quarter. 

A pot roast, well browned and 
tender needs no apologies, espec- 
ially if there is plenty of rich, 
brown gravy.

Drege meat with seasoned 
flour. Brown well on all sides 
in a little hot fat in a heavy 
pot or Dutch oven. Place a rack 
under meat, add water, cover 
tightly and cook over low heat or 
in slow oven, 300 to 325 degrees, 
until meat is tender, allowing 
about 40 minutes per pound. 
Turn several times during cook- 
ing. Vegetables: carrots, celery, 
onions, potatoes, tomatoes, tur- 
nips, may be added during last 
hour of cooking. Use drippings 
in pan as base for gravy. 

STUFFED FLANK STEAK 
1 beef flank steak 
Vi cup chopped celery and leaves 
1 small onion, chopped 
4 tbsp. fat 

Wx cups soft bread crumbs 
Salt and pepper to taste 
1 cup water 

Use one large or two small !

pepper. Pound and flatten steak. 
Spread with dressing and, begin- 
ning at one side of the steak, 
roll up like a jelly roll and tie 
securely in several places with 
string. Brown in the other two 
tbsp. fat in a frying or roasting 
pan on the top of the stove, 
turning the meat until it is 
browned on all sides. Slip a 
rack under the meat, add water, 
coyer closely, and bake in a mod- 
erate oven, 325 to 350 degrees, 
for one and a half to two hours. 
Use dripping in pan to make a 
rich, brown gravy. Yield: 5 to 6
